“PIRATE AND ADMIRAL.

‘There fits across the pages Of 
naval history in Stuart times the 
figure of 5 seaman, Henry-Mainwar- 
ing, of whom little or nothing hss

-A great deal of credit is given to 
the British Vice-Consul, Mfr. Sly, for 
Tis extelient: work in saving the city 
from the horrors ‘of a° bénibardment. 
Mr. Sly deserves the credit, and 
should receive the thanks cf the 
| Wuchow people for his valiant 
efforts on their behalf. But we 
believe Mr. ‘Sty would be the last 
one in the-world.to claim that the 
occupation “of ..Wochow by the 
Cantonese troops was accomplished 
by his efforts. Wuchow was besieed ; 
the forts had been taken; Chen Ping- 
kun had flel on the 23rd. Only.a 
few hundred Kwangsi soldiers re- 
mained in the city. I's {all was only 
a matter of a few bourse bombard- 
ment by the Kwangtung Gunboats. 
What Mr. Sly most probably sccom- 
plished was the prevention of looting 
by the Kwangsi troops before they 
evacuated the city. It is foolish to 
say the Kwangtuog army gained an 
easy victory and make it appear that 
Wochow was evitcated by the 
Kwangsi soldiers entirely because of 
the ‘persuasive’ arguments of Mr. 
Sly. Something ‘more solid and 
substantial than arguments made the 
Kwangsi: army take to its heels. 
The advance and attack of the Can- 
tonese soldiers in force mad- Mr. 
Sty’s words seem good common 
sense, 

As to the looting of Wuchow by 

the Cantonese troops,—some houses 
were searched and the soldiers took 
away arpicles of wearing. apparel, it 
is claimed. But instead of genergl 
looting there was only a few isolated 
eases reported. A correspondent to 
the China Mail wrote“ While 
Wachow was saved from Aghting and 
plunder, thanks first to the efforts a! 
Mr. Sly and next to the stronz 
measures taken by the Kwanptung 
authorities to suppress pillage, some 
of the villages further up the river 
are reported to have been less for- 
tunate and to have been looted by the 
retreating Kwynasi forces.. Pertect 
order prevails in Wuchow itself, 
thanks to the determined efforts of 
the Kwangtung authorities who are 
gradually gaining the confidence of 
' the populace.” 
From the above, we see that the 
| South China Morning Fest bi 
Scarehead type greally exaggerated 
the small. offences of the Cantunese 
soldiers.while no mention was made 
at all regarding the looting com 
titted by Kwangsi troops. If loot- 
ing is done by the invadi.g army 
during the first flush of victory’ and 
before officers can get to the scene, 
it-is not- anything. unusial, for the 
same has h .ppened even among the 
best disciplined troops. But when 
the defenders tum about and loot 
Aheir own towns, it is extremely re- 
prehensible. 

That .brings us back to the point. 
By headings and sub-headings edkors 
reveal their bias. Do we need to be 
told oo what side the sympathies of 
the South China Morning Post lie? 
The editor of that paper minimizes 
the victory won by the Cantonese 
and makes it appear that Wuchow 
‘was looted after capture. But the 
plain truth is the Cantonese deserved 
the victory which wa$ never in doubt 
and, after the ‘city was captured, 
behaved very well. f .
